SENSATIONAL MURDER TRIAL | 


SOLICITOR ACQUITTED OF POISONING WIFE.

Lonpon, November 9. ~ 

One of the most sensational murder trials of recent years ended at 
Carmarthen to-day, when Harold Greenwood, a solicitor, was acquitted on 
a charge of poisoning his first wife, Mabel, who died on Juné 16 last year. 
The body was exhumed on the instructions of the Home Office on April 
4, after which, Greenwood, who had married Gladys Jones - three 
months after Mabel Greenwood’s death, was arrested on June 16. Follow- 
ing the inquest’s verdict. of murder, Sir Marly Samson, prosecuting 
for the Crown, emphasised that Greenwocd bought gallons of weed-killer in 
Scotland ,, containing arsenic which it was alleged Greenwood mixed 
with wine which Mabei Greenwood drank and that arsenic was. found 
in the body after death. Sir Marshal Hall; defending, suggested that death 
was due to a doctor’s mistake in giving Mabel 2h grain morphia pills, and 
that! the presence of arsenic in the body was due to glucose in manufac 
tured foods.. An important witness for the defence was Greenwood’s 
daughter’ who testified ‘that she drank two glasses of the same wine a3 
Mabel Greenwood.
